feur to the Czar of Russia, at a 
salary of $15,000 a year, and now 
the owner of an unassuming little 
barber shop near the downtown 
district. is the man. Innumerable 
medals and medallions received 
both here and abroad testify to 
the high standard of his work. 

“My uncle served the royal Rus- 
sian family as a barber and coif- 
feur for forty-nine yeara” said 
Adelbert, who with his emall point- 
ed gray mustache and hair a ia 
pompadour, is typica) of the for- 
eign type of hairdresser. “It was 
natural, therefore.” he continued, 
“that 1 should aspire to keep this 
honor the family. Consequent- 
I was sent to one of the finest | 
echools In Russia, where I took up

chiropody and physical culture. 


FEW FORMALITIES 
“When I was only a boy of 14 I 
already accompanied my uncle as 
an assistant when the Car. who 
was at that time Alexander the 
second, wanted a massage, shave or 
haircut. The only formality in con- 
nection with the matter was 
manner in which the appointment 
was made—through the master of 
ceremonies. No monarch detested 
court formalities more than the 
handsome altrulstic-spirited Czar 
of Russia, who whenever it was 
possible, dispensed with all court 
formalities, While we always ad- 
dressed him as ‘Your Imperial 
Highness,’ he invariably called us 
by our given names. My uncle 
was generally greeted with «a 
bright ‘Good morning, Teddy.’

The frog industry is quite important to 
France. There are 117 different kinds of 
frogs; and the two especially edible ones 


is the one most eaten. It is found wher- 
ever there are swamps or ponds, and on 
the margins of rivers and in bays that con- 
tain fresh or slightly brackish water. It 
feeds on worms, flies and insects: and es- 
pecially on the spawn and small fry of 
fish. The Paris supply comes mostly from 
the neighborhood, and from Southwestern 
France and Lorraine. 


The red frog is of a reddish brown color, 
mottied with green and brown spots. It 
lives mainly on the land and takes to the 
water only in winter and during the spawn- 
ing season. It loves damp locations near 
ponds and watercourses. The American 
bull frog is not known here. It is larger 
than the French frog and the French who 
have tasted it say it is superior to theirs.

Over there is a booth, with a great 
golden snail hanging above it and boxes of 
live snails on the counter. The smaller 
ones bring 30 cents per hundred and the fat 
ones sel] for double that price. They do 
not look appetizing to me as they craw! 
about in their boxes, but the French think 
they are perfectly delicious when served 
hot with melted butter. The snails are 
served in the shell like oysters, each hav- 
ing its own hole on the plate. They are 
picked out with tiny forks made for tae 
purpose, and well chewed before swallow- 
ing. I find them not bad to taste, but for 
me quite indigestible. 


Paris eats almost 2,000,000 pounds of 
enalls like these every year. Raising 
snails is a regular business, and I under- 
stand that half a million of the first quality 
can be grown on one acre of ground. They 
are fed once a day, usually in the evening. 
They ave especially hungry after a rain, 
when a bed of 100,000 snails will consume 
a wheelbarrow load of cabbages.

If a District Attorney has been playing 
politics and has found indictments for mere 
effect, without any intention of trying thém, 
based on outlandish ahd forgotten statutes, 
or distorted applications of familiar ones, 
or “on general principles” in lieu of proper 
legal evidence, he usually does nothing 
aboat them until after the election in which 


his own fate is determined. If he loses, 
he doesn’t care what happens to them. His 
opponent will dismiss them fast enough. 
If he wins—well, he has won, hasn't he? 
Some day he will slip into court when the 
press boys are across the street, and 
“recommend” that the wretched bugbears 
be dismissed. It is curious how rarely 
these legal chickens—in the shape of un- 
justified indictments—come home to roost. 
They can almost always be “shooed” away. 
There is generally just enough that is malo- 
dorous about the subject matter of the 
charge to cause the accused, however un- 
fairly treated, to prefer silence to publicity 
—to be glad to have the whole thing hushed 
up rather than to demand a trial. 

And then, oh, then! there are the “tough 
nuts,” the hard technical cases that nobody 
wants to handle because they will take so 
long to try—weeks often; involve looking 
up a lot of law, bring no prestige or kudos 
in the winning and yet much odium and re 
crimination if lost. These are the “com- 
mercial” cases, arising out of fraudulent 
bankruptcies, obtaining money or goods by

Thus valuable time is lost, time that niight 
be more profitably spent in seeking genu- 
ine naturopathic treatment. And the sick 
man or woman, can ill indeed, afford the 
loss of time involved.”

E NEED to examine our

The effect is more like 
a second-hand store than a restful living- 
room.”

undoubtedly been a great help to him, and 
as a consequence his accounts show in a 
very clear and concise manner a systema- 
tized guide for every month of every year 
he has been in the business. He can tell 
you on short notice what any pen of hens 
laid om any certain day, the number of 
dozens of eggs, the value of the eggs, the 
feed used per yard, and its cost, the profit 
from the yard, the profit per hen, and the 
eges per hen. With this data befere him, 
he is never in the dark as to probable 
profits. Just an example of how this d ta 
must be appreciated: 

The writer upon a recent visit to the 
now widely known Tumbach Egg Farm, 
asked the owrer, how many eggs a hen 
should lay to pay her annual feed bil. Mr. 
Tumbach pulled a little book from his 
pocket, and in less than half a minute 
gave a specific answer. “Average ferd cost 
per hen in 1921, $1.95; average price re 
ceived per dozen eggs for that year 35% 
cents, or ahout 3 cents per egg; 195 di- 
vided by 3 ix 65. or the number of eggs a 
hen was require? to lay to pay her feed

year 1921 showed a net profit of $8499.31 
over and above a charge for hired labor of 
$2806.17. It cun readily be seen that sev- 
eral more hired men would quite muterially 
cut into this net profit, Mr. Tumbach 
points out, however, that it would be nec- 
essary to hire more labor if trapnest« were 
to be installed, and in his estimation such 
increased cost would not be justified, in 
that it would not raise the total flock av- 
erage in proportion to the additional cost. 
In other words, he is perfectly willing to 
let well enough alone. 

When he began. his flock average was 
slightly over 100 eggs per bird. Last year, 
the flock average was 140 eggs per hen. 
and it would seem that the methods of 
breedirg and culling on this farm are cor- 
rect to the point of getting good results 
along the lines of increased production. 
Two points in this connection are worthy 
of attention. 

January-hatched cockerels are used for 
breeding. This axsures that the male birds 
used in the breeding yards come from 
winter layers. In the constant culling 
process which goes on, the stock is culled 
from the standpoint of vigor only. A hen 
that goes through the first year’s laying 
stage and moult without being culled for 
lack of vigor goes into the breeding yard 
the second year, but when her second year's 
production is completed in the fall, she, 
with her sisters in the same lot, are mar- 
keted on the day when the value of the 
‘ges Inid in any one day reaches the point 
vhere it is cloxe to the cost of feed for that 

‘ay. 

With reference to a location for an egg 

crm, Mr. Tumbach believes that nearness 

o market is one cf the essentials of suc- 
cess, while for ideal soil conditions, he, like 
other successful poultrymen, © selected a 
farm with the soil a light. gravelly loam, 
and gently sloping to the south. He uses 
the long. partially open front leying house, 
facing the south. Thege houses are six- 
teen feet wide and 150 feet long. each hav- 
ing a capacity for 1500 hens by al'owine 
1.6 square feet to the bird, Three 5x! 50 
foot yards on either side of the laying 
houses gives plenty of outside runs full cf 
growing greens. 

All hatching is done at a commercial 
hatchery, but the brooding is done on the 
farm under the direct supervision of the 
owner.

ADVERTISING THE EGC. 


in

LL things come to him who waits. 

For nearly a decade the writer has 
consistently advocated the advertis- 
ing of the nutritive value of eggs in the 
human dietary; for a like length of time his 
endeavors along this line have met with 
but little support from breeders and with 
but meager endorsement from organized 
poultrymen.: Evidently when goods are 
moving is no time to talk salesmanship; 
but when they accumulate and become 
stagnant, then “something has to be done.” 
Evidently his psychology was not good; the 
time was not propitious; it required ad- 
verse conditions to arouse a spirit of 
action. This came last fall when the vol- 
ume of storage eggs was much above nor- 
mal, not only in California, but throughout 
the country. These eggs had to be moved, 
and the only way to do so profitably was to 
in¢rease consumption without a reduction 
of price. How? There was but one way, 
and that was through advertising the great- 
est breakfast food on earth. The plan was 
put in operation in New York, Philadelphia, 
Cleveland, Chicago, San Francisco and 
Los Angeles. And, Brethren of the Poultry 
Fraternity, it worked! The abnormal sup- 
ply of hen fruit has been reduced to nor- 
mal, and with no ‘breaks” in the market. 
More hen fruit has been consumed be- 
cause the public was taught its values, 
and learned to appreciate it. Now it should 
be taught net to forget! 

In discussing the local situation, M. A. 
Schofield of the Poultry Producers’ Asso- 
clation, said that with approximately 215,- 
000 cases of eggs held by the storage 
plants of Los Angeles on August 1 of this 
year, it seemed there was no hope of dis- 
posing of such a surplus without serious 
loss to the owners. So grave a situation 
had seldom confronted the Poultry Pro- 
ducers’ Association, because, in common 
with many others, they were holding in 
Storage a large number of eggs. Several 
get-together meetings were held, and as a 
result of these conferences, it was decided 
to try advertising the economy of eggs as 
food. Notwithstanding that the grower 
was hard pressed, there was no cry about 
saving tne industry. The grower might 
just as well recognize, first as last, that 
the consumer is not concerned with the 
costs of production. So effective was the 
advertising that before the end of August, 
notwithstanding current receipts were 
heavy, witLdrawals from storage amounted 
to 20,000 cases. At the present rate of 
consumption, all storage eggs will have 
been consumed by December 15. This itn- 
proved condition should insure a more op- 
timistic sentiment when the storage 3ca- 
son for 1923 arrives. All the eggs produced 
in the spring cannot be consumed at that 
time. Hence, someone must come forward 
and store a portion for the reason that, 
later on, when the hens stop laying freely, 
fresh eggs will not supply normal con- 
sumption. 

Growers should induce the public to eat 
eggs at all seasons of the year. This will 
relieve glutted markets in the spring. With 
the idea of making the use of storage eggs 
popular, great efiort has been made to im- 
prove the quality of this egg. The fresher 
and fuller an egg is when it goes into 
storage, the better it will be when it comes 


t. 

Chief among improvements in cold stor- 
age is the discovery that it is possible in a 
large commercial way, to dip eggs in heated 
paraffin ofl and thus sterilize them as well 
as seal the pores on the shell itself. At the 
height of production, the Poultry Produccrs 
of Southern California processed one car- 
load of eggs per day. After being re- 
packed, these processed eggs are placed in 
cold storage, the same as the ordinary 
storage packed. 

If these improved methods deve'op, con- 
sumption will in the future be nearly uni- 
form throughout the year. This means 
that eges will be higher in the spring and 
lower in the fall than they have been. So 
far as the grower is concerned, he should 
welcome this trend because a gew cents 
more per dozen in the spring when his 
production is high amounts to more money 
in the aggregate than a low price in the 
spring and a high price in fall, when pro- 
duction is light. 

Owing probably to the fact that the av- 
erage poultryman produced a lesser num- 
ber of pullets last sprirg th 1 he antict- 
pated the sale of Leghorn hens to market 
this fal has been much below normal. It 
is estimated that two-fifths were held back 
for production for the year 1923. Reports 
from the Middle States also indicate an in- 
creased number of hens, as compared with 
one year ago. The number of laying hens 
offsets in great ~ ea are the benefits which 


trol over the second item, and bat little 
control over the third; but it is possible to 
stimulate demand both by advertising and 
by improvifig the quality of the eggs of- 
fered. 

The advertising of yesterday is prac- 
tically dead today. The only way to main- 
tain effectiveness and an active market is 
to keep everlastingly at it. The raisin in- 
terests and the citrus association appre- 
ciate this and act accordingly. Their 
product, however, has its limited areas of 
production, while hen fruit is almost uni- 
versal in this country. This implies that 
increased corsumption must be stimulated 
in all the leading centers of distribution or 
there will be‘a flow of hen fruit from re- 
giors of low prices to those of higher quo- 
tations. In other words, advertised mar- 
kets are apt to suffer from an influx of 
poultry products from sections where no 
efforts are being made to increase local 
consumption. Here certainly is a field for 
co-operative action among organized poul- 
try farmers. 


Zoning and Flocking 

The effort that is being made to organ- 
ize the different zones represented by the 
Board of Directors of the American Poultry 
Association is a far cry, particulary if the 
organization is to possess numerical 
strength and really do something worth 
whie. All such movements are prolific of 
much talk, a number of high-sounding reso- 
lutions, and then the several delegates all

A Healthy Baeromew: 

To feed well and house. intelligently 
means much for the prosperity of the fam- 
fly flock and the health and beafity that 
pleases fanciers, but it does not always 
mean immunity to disease and irregulari- 
ties, nor is it a panacea for the presence 
of lice and mites. In watching the health 
and the maintenance of good performances 
of hens, it is we'l to notice the character 
and condition of the droppings from day 
to day. If they are round and firm and of 
a grayish-white color, the chances are the 
birds are in goo. physica! condition; if they 
flatten out in the falling and are a brown- 
ish or yellowish tinge, there is something 
wrong in the retion, and, if this is allowed 
to continue so, diarrhoea is quite apt to 
follow. If such evidence is limited, the 
chances are only ome or two birds are af- 
fected. A careful scrutiny of the flock will 
soon reveal the ailing ones to the ski ful 
breeder. The amateur and beginner, with 
a family flock, may conelude that “all coons 
look alike,” and so fail in discernment. The 
symptoms will be a dull red cqm), with the 
eyes looking as though the aitng specimen 
was tired and weary: the bird wi.l be sow 
to feed in the morning, and be more or less 
listless. With a family flock, the use of 
table leavings in the mash may be overdone 
or the quality slightly tainted; hence one 
must always be om guard when the dung 
becomes a little soft. In sich cases, cut 
down the mash food, and for table leavings 
substitute a litt e boiled rice, putting it into 
the mash, slightly seasoned with just a tiny

Crowing Cocks and the Weather 

In a country that watches the weather 
the way we do in Southern Ca‘ifornia, es 
pecial y in the winter months, it may be 
interesting to learn that, in the olden times, 
the domesticated fowl! had its place as a 
weather vane in the life, rather than as a 
metal emblem on the roof of the birn. 
From an old agricultural book we learn 
that: 

If a breastbone of a duck be red, it will 
be a long winter; if white, the contrary. 

Ducks and geese picking their wings, 
washing themselves much, or cack'ing a 
great deal, signifies rain. 

If cocks crow more than ordinarily, es- 
pecially in the afternoon and evening, or, if 
the birds go early to roost, means rain. 

The last prediction ought to be of in- 
terest to the city government. espevially 
when the periodical petition is presented to 


pinch of salt and pepper. If the birds are 
subject to draughts while roosting, or their 
surroundings are not sanitary, alter condi- 
tions for the better, and the trouble may 
right itself without further remedial meas- 
ures. In damp weather, it is always good 
precaution to note all the conditions that 
are conducial to robust health. If broken 
rice is available at a price admitting of its 
use in a \imited way, it is not bad practice 
to use it boiled and put into the mash. 
In a smal family flock, it often happens 
that there are two or three specimens that 
are oversensitive, that really should be seg- 
regated and fed alone. Under ordinary con. 
ditions, this is not feasible nor profitable. 
In such cases the weaklings should be fat. 
ted up and made to serve an economic pur- 
pose on the family dining table—-a place 
that they will u'timately reach anyway. To 
maintain production, these should be re- 
placed by other birds from the + i.me b'ood 
lines; th's will insure purity of strain and 
the chances of often bad resuits in the 
breeding pens will be lessened, if not wholly 
obviated.

A Warning to Backlotters 


Great care must be exercised in the pens 
after the winter rains set in. More than 
half the disease of poultry are due to neglect 
of the ground in the pens. When our grand 
summer sun can beat down upon rubbish, it 
scalds and sterilizes the surface stuff in 
a day, and only surfacs2 stuff should be there 
of a summer day. Without the scalding of 
the sun, great care must be used to keep 
all surface stuff swept up each gy If 
mould appears anywhere, disease will fol- 
low, and it is truly a lovely job cleaning 
a chicken yard, compared to nursing sick 
hens. With a backyard flock, it should be 
as much of the routine morning work as 
fesding the fowls, and many keepers cican 
at night, believing that the stand of stuff 
over night can sour the soil, especially ia 
winter. If one has the vicious habit of 
throwing imperfect fruit and tomatoes into 
the pen by day, the soil will be sour by 
morning from its rotten drippings. Many 
2 thrifty housewife feels fruzal at throwing 
a big pan of half-rotten family food into the 
pen for her dear hens, while her knowing 
husband sweeps up a! he can get up at the 
night feed. He has told her, but she can't 
help longing to be frugal, thinking the hens 
will eat everything up before night. 

All moist food should be fed in dishes 
so that no moisture can fall upon and into 
the ground and rot. Only a heavy rain can 
carry filth down deep into the ground. The 
breathing plane of hens is very near the 
ground, of course, and, to be well, they need 
to breathe good air. With the «mal! yard 
swept daily during rains drippings from the 
droppings sink into the ground and every 
week the ground should be spaded or 
plowed with a hand plow, and not leveled 
off. With little ups and downs, the soil gets 
aerated and hens will not stand in the hol- 
lows where water gathers. The yard should 
be leveled or s'oped so water will not 
stand in little lakes. A heavy soil is bad 
for hens, but if one’s home is upon one, he 
need not give up hig backyard flock, but 
he should be more careful in winter weath 
+r to get water off it as soon as possible. 
All poultry ranches are on light as 

if the soi] should become sour in abit of 
careful attention, which sometimes happens 
where fowls have been kept a long time 
upon it, one should lift off about two inches 
of surface and carry from the pen, putting 
tin a pile near by a place where fresh 
oil can be dug up in equal amount. One 

ould plan to have such a p'ace when lo- 
ating his pens. Put the fresh soil over the 
urface of the pen and the soiled soil in 
lace of the fresh anc grow some family 
ecetabies on if, some Scowh kale or Swiss 
‘hard, which cam serve both famil» and 
jowls. Do not carry a jot of fresh soil and 
sprinkle over the pen ground, thinking to 
sweeten it, without first having removed 
the surface layer. as the sprinkling will 
s00n get contaminated from contacts 
low.

HARD TO TELL WHAT . 
CAUSES STRINGHALT 


An observer not familiar with animal 
defects may sometimes notice a horse lift- 
ing a hind leg unusually high when walk. 
ing or running, and the observation as a 
rule prompts an inquiry as to the cause 
of this peculiarity in the animal's gait. 

If his inquiry were addressed to a horse 
man or veterinarian, the information would 
be gathered that the peculiar characteristi- 
jerky moventent noted in one or both hind 
legs is a condition, defect, or disease known 
as stringhalt. In some cnses the disease 
may be due to an abnormal condition of 
the joint, such as spavin, or other factors 
interfering with the normal functions of 
the anatomical mechanism in region 
of the hock. The defect may when 


the 
exist 


«the joint is perfectly normal, and fi then 


regarded as being of nervous 
Recovery from setringhalt depends upon 
the cause. Sometimes tt is noted after a 
sudden tnjury to the limb, and in a short 
time may disappear after nature has re 
the injury. If spavin is the cause 
of the abnormal movement, it may gradu 
ally disappear when the acute painful con 
dition in the region of the jofnt subsides. 
When no other defect ts associated with 
stringhalt, the condition as a contin: 
ves as a permanent unsoundness. 
Observations have shown that weather 
exercises an influence on stringhalt, as the 
pronounced in 
winter, and less so during the warmer 
seasons. Favorable results do not always 
follow the treatment of stringhah. Suc- 
cessful treatment of some other unsound. 
ness which induces abnormal action of the 
limb may also result in the disappearance 
of stringhalt. When there is no account- 
able reason for the defect, there. can. then 
be no certainty with regard io successful 
treatment.

signs of annoyance. At this stage, it will 
be noted that usually the young stock and 
unthrifty old animals are the ones most 
heavily invested. This observation may 
lead the owner to conclude that unthrifti- 
mess is the cause of lousiness, whereas the 
reverse of this is the true state of affairs. 

There are three kinds of cattle lice, any 
or all of which may be found on an animal 
at the same time. These lice obtain their 
nourishment from the infested animal's 
tissues, and in so doing produce consid. 
erable irritation and reduction of the host's

HE berry fruits begin to bear at a sea 
T son when everyone hungers for fresh 

fruit, and are eagerly welcomed—by 
those who have the necessary sheekels to 
consummate their purchase. For they 
come high at that time and those who feel 
that they cannot afford them must stand 
by like children in front of a candy store 
window, getting an “ejefull” at least. But 
it is their own fault. 

Though we live in a region whose soil 
and climate are wonderfully adapted to 
berry culture, and where a large acreage 
of berries is grown, the demand is not al- 
ways supplied at reasonable prices. At the 
first of the season, berries, like most of the 
fruits grown here, are shipped out, and we 
who live in the midst of plenty are without 
them—at least at a reasonable price. We 
need more commercial berry growers in 
Southern California, and we need more 
bome-garden plantings. 

None of the berry fruits are difficult to 
grow, and the strawberry, concerning the 
culture of which this article deals. is the 
least difficult of all. The strawberry re- 
guires no pruning or training ‘except thin- 
ning at the proper season) and fruits 
quickly in our tavored climate. 

In Southern California the commercial 
growers set the strawberry plants in the 

fall. The writer intends this to be one of 
series covering the popular berries, and 
as the strawberry can be planted first of all, 
the culture of it has been taken as an 
introductory article. As aq tip to those who 
contemplate planting blackberries or rasp 
berries in the spring. it is recommended 
that the plot be chosen for them now, and 
planted te a cover crop for green manure, 
later to be turned under. Preparation of 
this sort builds up the soil in just such 
plant foods as are needed for berries. and 
paves the way for a productive planting. 

All of the bush fruits require nitrogen, 
r*’osphoric amd and potash in quantities 
T°oportional with the order given. Hummus, 
(> ts especially important in our local 
s~>'s. and by the use of green manures, 
both plant foods essential in their culture 
are incorporated in the initial preparation. 
Many of the mort successful commercial 
growers a'ternate <crawberries with alfalf:. 
and find that in doing so, large yields over 
a longer period of time are received, with 
the use of a comparatively small amonnt 
of commercial fertilizers. it is reported 
that the Gardena berry growers are using 
large amounts of humus and nitrogen-pro- 
ducing litter between rows of such plant- 
inas which have fal'en of in product’. 
So, in the home garden, initial preparation 
constitutes a very important factor, insur- 
ing. as it does. a good foundation fer a 
long-lived planting. and one which will. if 
the gardener so desires, produce a good 
yield the first season. 

In securing 
planting. it is best that they should be 
purchased from a reliable nursery, or 
planteman, whose plantbeds have been 
passed by the horticultural inspector; in- 
s'at. too, that he give proof of the same. 
Nematode is prevalent in many local dis- 
tricts, and is frequently carried on tae 
roots of berry plants. Manv commercial 
growers purchase plants from districts 
where nematode is not serious, as a safe 
guard against the infection of their land 


by this pest. Runner plants are the best . 


in fruiting. and should be selected. As the 
home planting will of necessity be limited. 
only good healthy plants should be planted, 
the roots system of which are well devel- 
oped. to encofirage an early start. 

As to the best varieties. there is a differ- 
ence in opinions. Commercial growers

plant the Brandywine, Aroma, K'ondyke, 
ind of late the new Carolina. But they 
must choose those sorts which will hold up 
we'l in shipment, and keep well in storage. 
The home gardener does not need to worry 
about these qualities: his berries go from 
vine to mouth, and usually very littie 4ime 
is lost in the operation. In recommending 
home garden sorts, the writer would place 
the Gibson and the Carolina at the top of 
the list. The former is a large berry 
which produces over a long season. The 
Carolina. as it has been grown since its 
introduction a few years ago, has proved 
itself to be prolific: also. an early and con- 
sistent producer. If its “press agents” are 


to be credited, it is truly a wonder berry 


for California conditions, but believing 
only what is seen. it still hae a few notches 
to attain before it can be ~'aced in the 
“super” class. No fruit of : vine, tree, 
or bush, as produced today. |. perfect. and 
our grandchildren will prove>iv discard 
present varieties as we have those of our 
antecedents. 

Strawberries are grown after two meth- 
ofje—the hill system and the matted-row 
system. former is used almost uni- 
versally by the commercial growers in our 
districts. By this system. the plants are 
set on top of a ridge, eight to twenty inches 
apart. with the ridges spaced two to three 
feet apart. The matted row is not popular 
ia the irrigated district« hut for the home

garden it can be recommended ax best 
adapted to all factors which make a home 
planting successful However, « modified 
system of the matted row used in the 
northern commercial plantations should be 
used, especially when the gardener is in- 
fected bv the “sprinkler disease.” The 
plants should be set on raised ridges, about 
four inches high, the ridces heing fiftern 
inches across the top. with a fifteen-ineh 
furrow between. The plants should be 
twelve to eighteen inches apart. the lighter 


soils requiring spacing at a grester dis- 
tance apart. 
When setting the plants, the roots shou'd 


spread out. and the soil pressed —firm + 
about them. Care should be taken not to 
cover the crowns, as this will cause the 
plants to die. They should be watered and

of the plant will center in developing a 
good root system. This is not practiced 
as a general rule in Southern California, 
but in the home garden, if the soil has been 
properly prepared before planting. the 
plants will be large enough and strong 
enough to stand the strain of fruiting the 
first season. The second season should 
bring the heaviest crop. The duration of 
the planting depends upon the initial prep- 
ration, as was stressed in the opening par- 
ager’ phs. four years not being uncommon 
in many sections. But in the home plot 
new plants should be started each year, 
and a corresponding number taken out. 
This will insure a permanent bed of berries, 
if the fertil‘zer needs of the soil are care 
ful'y attended to every year. ° 

Cultivation should not be overlooked. 
The furrows between the matted rows and, 
the spaces between plants must be worked 
up often. especially in the spring. Culti- 
vation allows for the aeration of the soil, 
the nitrogen which will enter in assists 
that which has been incorporated by the 
use of green manures, in promoting a bet- 
ter soil condition. and, consequently, a 
stronger and healthier plant. 

When irrigating. the water should be 
anplied in the furrows between rows. by 
allowing a small amount to run slowly over 
a long per'iod of time. Strawberries re- 
quire a great deal of water during the grow- 
ing season in the early spring. and during 
the bearing season. Water applied after 
each picking will promote the setting of 
fruits. In heavy soils more atiention should 
be given to the tillage of the soll. for it is 
liable to*pack. and remain cold in the 
soring. in such soils. irrigation need not 
be so frequent. Cultivation is paramount, 
for, more than anything else. the straw- 
berry needs the penetration of the air and 
warmth to its roots during the growing 
of the snring. 

After the bushes cease to fru't. the bed 
should be gone over,-and all dead leaves 
trimmed off. and the green ones cut down 
to about a fourth. The p'ants are thinned 
at this time. and new plants are started 
to repiace the old. As soon as the frost 
anpears, the plot can muilched with 
straw. This is not practiced in the local 
commercial gardens. hut gives resu'ts ay 
on a sma'l seale. as the straw can be grad- 
ually worked under in the spring. and be 
a valuable aid.in keeping up the humus 
content of the soil. 

Althoneh strawberries ere vusvally 
planted in the fall the writer would rec- 
ommend thatthe gardener who intends to 
make a planting this year hold over long 
enovgh to plant a cover crop. or at least 
to turn uvder stable manure or other ma- 
terials which will build up the nitrecen 
and humus content of the soll. The plants 
may be sef as late as March. And remem- 
ber that the initial preparation of the soll 
is a foundation wh'‘ch will insure the plant- 
ing. and provide delicious fruits which are 
out of teach of the common pocketbook 
early in the season.
